WHAT TO DO IF POLIO COMES YOUR WAY 


Keep children with their own friends. Keep them away from people they have not been with 
vight along, especially in close datly living Many people have polio infection without 
showing signs of sickness Without knowing it they can pass the infection on to others 


Try not to get over-tired by work, hard play or travel. If you already have the polio infection in 
your body. being very tired may bring on serious polio 


Keep from getting chilled. Don't bathe or swini too long in cold waler Take off wet clothes at once 


Chilling can lessen your body's protection against polio 


Keep clean. Wash hands carefully before eating and always after using the toilet Hands may 
carry polio infection into the body through the mouth Also keep food clean and covered 


WATCH FOR EARLY SIGNS OF SICKNESS 


Polio starts in different ways—with headache sore throat upset stomach or fever Persons com- 
ing down with polio may also teel nervous. cross or dizzy They may have trouble in swallowing

FATE TAKES A HAND 


OME people call it a stroke of luck, oth- 

ers a twist of fate; still others call it a. 
lucky break. We refer to those odd and 
unexplainable occurrences that séem to 
have been planned—although our better 
judgment says no. Oh, yes, some people 
call it sheer coincidence. 


Consider the case of Mrs. Williams, of 
Spokane, Washington. She went shopping 
one day, but when she got downtown, dis- 
covered that she had forgotten her purse. 
She wondered about this—it had never 
happened before. At any rate, there was 
no point in trying to buy things without 
money, so she returned home. 

No sooner did she let herself into the 
house than she discovered a blaze. The fire- 
men got there just in time to put the fire 
out and save the house. Lucky? Mrs. Wil- 
liams thinks so. 


Take the case of Mrs. Harold Hill, of 
Columbus. For 21 long, heart-breaking 
years, she had been trying to contact her 
two brothers. She had lost track of them 
long ago, and all attempts to locate them 
had utterly failed. What made it all the 
harder was the fact that their mame was 
Smith. 


Deciding to take a vacation, she was 
driving through Wichita, Kansas, and got 
a sudden impulse to look through the city 
directory. She found two William 5S. 
Smiths. The first one she called was her 
brother! 


In London not long ago, a man named 


Louis King went bicycling, At a busy. in- 
tersection he collided with a bus. The bus 
driver hastily descended to see if Louis 
King was badly hurt. James Victor King, 
the bus driver, was relieved to learn that 
he wasn’t. At that moment, a traffic police- 
man arrived on the scene. His name? Al- 
bert King! 


Here is a curious coincidence that made 
history. On February 12, 1746, a Jean 
Marie Dunbarry was sent to the scaffold 
for the murder of his father. On February 
13, 1846, exactly 100 years later to the-day, 
his great-grandson, also named Jean Marie 
Dunbarry, paid the same penalty for the 
same crime, 


The story is told that Thomas Bruce, Earl 
of Elgin, who was British Ambassador to 
Turkey in 1799, sought’ and obtained the 
permission of the Turkish authorities to 
raze the building of the Erechtheum, the: 
temple situated on the Acropolis ta the: 
capital of Greece. 


It was Lord Elgin’s intention to febuil 
the structure in London. 


The demolition began at night, but 
sooner had they dismantled the first of the 
majestic stone figures supporting the em 
tablature of the building, than an unew 
plainable event occurred. 


That was all the 
laborers needed—they fled in terror, and — 
since no workman would dare go near the

But this mystery has an explanation, You 


see, the ancient Greeks had constructed the’ 


statues on sonorous columns of masonry. 
As soon as the statue was removed, the 
wind blowing upon the bare column, pro- 
duced a shrieking sound! 


When William Lumsden of Roslyn, 
Washington, lost his left arm in a tractor 
accident, almost everybody sort of expected 
it. And this is why—William was the fourth 
generation of his family to lose his left arm 
in an aecident. His great-grandfather, 
grandfather, and father had all, in turn, 
lost their left arms—and all were about 
William’s age when the accidents happened. 


When a candidate loses or wins by a 
single vote, it is hard not-to believe that 
fate has taken a firm hand in the proceed- 
ings. History is filled with such éxamples. 


Thomas Jefferson was elected President 
of the United States over Aaron Burr by 
the single vote of a W. C. Clairborne of 
Tennessee, when the presidential election 
was thrown into the House of Representa- 
tives in 1800. 


This happened a second time in a pres- 
idential election, when John Quiney Adams 
was elected to head the nation over Andrew 
“Jackson by the one vote of General Stephen 
Rensselaer. 


Hayes was the third and final man 
to reach the White House by the slim mar- 
gin of one vote. It was an electoral vote, 
and Hayes received 185 to Samuel Tilden’s 
184, 

A majority of one vote cost a king his 
very life, when King Charles I of England 
was judged by a tribunal of 135 judges. 
Sixty-eight of them voted for his execution. 


A single vote brought the Third French 
Republic into being in 1875, At the time, 


the 706 deputies of the Assembly were , 


divided on the question of whether France 
was to be a Republic or a Monarchy. 


The vote had reached an even deadlock 
when the Republic won by a vote of 353- 
352, when one monarchist deputy became 
ill with a stomach ache. The. Republic, 
which came. into existence by a majority 
of one vote, came to an abrupt end in 1940 


when Camille Chautemps cast his single 
decisive vote against the Republic. 


One vote was responsible for making 
Washington, Oregon, and Idaho a part-of 
the United States. This single vote was 
cast by Francis Xavier Mathiéu at the fate- 
ful Convention of Champeeg on May 2, 
1843. Mathieu’s one vote broke the tie of 
51-51 so that adherence to the United States 
was brought about by a vote of 27 to 25. 


A single vote was responsible for anoth- 
er great addition to the Union—Texas. 
This was the vote of Senator Edward Han- 
negan in 1845, With the argument making 
the floor of the ‘Senate as hot as an open 
furnace, the vote stood divided at 26-26 
on the vital question of admission of Texas. 
At length the deadlock was broken by Sen: 
ator Hannegan’s vote. 


England can point to two cases where a 
single vote vitally affected its history. On 
June 10, 1645, the English Parliament 
voted 91-90 to entrust the Command in 
Chief of the Army to Oliver Cromwell, who 
consequently achieved supreme power by 
the margin of one vote. i 


The other case involves the Act of Eng- 
lish Settlement, whi¢h gave the British 
throne to the House of Hanover. This act 
passed the House of Commons on May 14, 
1701, by a vote of 96-95, The single vote 
east during the last minute-by Sir Arthur 
Owen of Wales placed George I on the 
English throne. 


What degree of “Fate” there was to set- 
tle the above vital matters one way or the 
other is a matter of argument, but of one 
thing you can be sure—on each occasion, 
one side was bound to have explained, in 
language suitable to the characters and 
times, “What a terrific break!”—while the 
other side lamented, “What horrible luck!” 


One final anecdote to conclude this ar- 
ticle on the vagaries of Fate. A John Mar- 
low, of Montana, who was motoring near 
Collingwood, Canada, collided with’ another 
car. He jumped out of his car to inspect 


‘the damage done—but he soon had_ other 


things to think about. The driver of the, 
other car was a brother whom he hadn’t 
seen in almost 40 years!
